1 (currently amended): A method for evaluating sensitivity of a human or animal a 
mouse to a dru g of which target is [i-opioid receptor , which comprises detecting a difference in 
an untranslated region of mRNA for a |i-opioid receptor g ene in which diversity in the 
untranslated region of the m RNA affects the sensitivity to athe drug, and evaluating the 
sensitivity to athe drug based on the detected difference.
